They expressed con- 
cern, however, about sections 
of Central Alberta where 
severe damage has been done 


and where feed and seed will. 


be in short supply. 
Give Request Support 
They also expressed concern 
about the shortage of purchas- 
ing power among farmers, due 
to low quotas of grain deliv- 


eries, and urged government . 


support for their request to the 
Federal Government to make 
loans available to farmers on 
stored grain and. to make 
further payments on last 
year’s crop.. I have written to 
the Right Honorable C. _D. 
Howe, minister of trade and 
Commerce, on behalf of the 
Government, supporting the re- 
quest of the Alberta Federa- 
tion of Agriculture. 

M.D.'s Best Qualified 
“feJe believe that the munici- 
‘palities are best qualified: to 
take care of the needs within 
their municipalities. In those 
areas where the need is great- 
est, the Government will assist 
those municipalities to assure 
adequate stocks of feed and 
seed for the farmer. 

Reports coming in indicate 
that there will be sulficient seed 
in most municipalities to take 
care of the situation when a 
proper distribution of seed is 
made. There are some areas 
where both seéd and feed will 
have to be’shipped in.

These Worsics in Need 
of Winter Protection 


LACOMBE, Alta. — Raspberries and 
strawberries need winter protection, 
writes H. T. Allen, horticulturist at 
Lacombe experimental station, Ample 
snow cover is best, and raspberries . 
should be planted in well sheltered 
locations where snow can accumulate 
without danger of drifting away. In 
less sheltered locations, the canes 
should be bent over in late fall, the 
tips held at ground level by means 
of dirt. However, if the situation is 
exposed and the snow cover likely to 
be light, the whole plant should be 
covered with a layer of soil, For 
strawberries, a cover of three to four 
inches of clean straw is recommended;

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FARMERS’ NUMBER ONE PROBLEM 

Because the very serious conditions pre- 
vailing over large areas in the province consti- 
tute at this moment the number one problem 
for the farm people of Alberta, we have de- 
voted a large part of our space in the current 
issue to this subject. | 

Hon. L. C. Halmrast, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, sets forth the course to be followed by 
the government after the recent conference, 
called by Premier Manning, between the Cabi- 
net and the Alberta Federation of Agriculture 
and the Union of Municipal Districts.

ONE-DAY DRIVE SHOULD SUCCEED 

The well-organized one-day drive for mem- 
bership planned by the Farmers’ Union of Al- 
berta should succeed: It would be greatly to 
the advantage of agriculture if in this pro- 
Vince every farmer and farm woman, and the 
young people on the farms were active par- 


ticipants in the affairs of the organized move-- 


ment, The purpose of the drive is to enroll at: 
nie a majority in the individual membership 
ody. 

In support of the campaign, Frank John- 
son of Red Deer, director for District 10, FUA, 
has adopted the excellent method of sending 
out printed copies of a letter in which its 
methods and objectives are set forth. 

“If we are successful,” writes Mr. Johnson, 
in part, “‘it will be the first time in the history 


of Canada that a non-commercial educational 


organization of farm dwellers succeeded in en- 
rolling a clear majority... 

“Do we need such an organization? Are 
we getting a fair return for the capital in- 
vested in the farm? Are we getting a fair 
return for the labor and risks 
Should we be penalized if we produce too 
much, when’ two-thirds of the population of 
the world does not get enough to: eat? 

“We area country of surpluses, which, if 
properly handled can be a great asset. A 
country with millions of dollars of food on 
hand is just as wealthy as one with the same 


‘amount of gold. 


“I believe it is the responsibility of the 
country as a whole to store, if necessary, sur- 
plus goods for future needs or marketing. 

“No farmer should be asked to take less 
than cost of production plus a decent return 
for his labor and risks involved, for when he 
does, his buying power is impaired and all 
branches of endeavor-in the country suffer. 

“Only a strong farm organization will im- 
prove these conditions; some say it can’t be 
done. They said once that Mt. Everest could 
not be climbed.”

A LEADER IN THE COMMONWEALTH 


Among the statesmen of Asia, none is more 
steeped in the British tradition of freedom 
and constitutional government than the pre- 
mier of India, Jawaharlal Nehru, who an- 
nounced on Monday his retirement from the 
presidency of the Congress party, but happily 
not at present from the leadership of the gov- 
ernment. 

Educated in Britajn, he was deeply influ- 
enced by Western theories of democratic gov- 
ernment and personal freedom, and by the 
humanitarian social philosophies which, per- 
meating the whole community, have in the 
last few decades added new glories to the 
British civilization.

It was, in fact, the concepts of national freedom 
which Nehru discovered during his days in school and 
university in England that inspired his efforts, in asso- 
ciation with Gandhi, to win India’s liberation. It was 
characteristic of him that when his compatriots decided 
to adopt a republican form of government, he used 
his’ great influence and authority to keep India within 
the Commonwealth. 


In an article entitled “Heir to Two Worlds” in a 


-. recent issue of The New Statesman and Nation, Nehru 


is described as: 

“An aristocratic Brahmin” who ‘was brought up 
by a father who had himself a Western training as 
a lawyer and sent his son to be educated at Harrow 
and Cambridge. According to his own account, 
Jawaharlal was no great student in those days, but 
he maintained an affection for England. which he 
has never lost in spite of some sixteen years in 
prison. 

“Nor did he ever lose his sense of fun and 
boyish zest. He thought it the best joke in the @& 
world, on his last visit to England, when he 
had left his schooldays behind him for more than 
40 years, that, as Prime Minister of India, he should 
find himself standing side-by-side with Sir Winston’ 
Churchill, the toughest and most enduring enemy of 
Indian freedom, singing, “Forty Years on” at an Old 
Harrovian dinner,”

Sir Winston has changed his earlier views in the 
light of the recent development of the Commonwealth, 
and the British Government is greatly influenced in its 
Asian policies by its respect for Indian opinion. 

Today, the writer we have quoted adds: India’s 
“economic and social relationships with Britain are for 
the first time happy and mutually beneficial. In these 


_ matters, of supreme and first importance to the new 
' India, Nehru, aided by Patel and Mountbatten, has been 


triumphantly successful , . . But the question remains, 
if Gandhi had disciples, the greatest of whom was 


Nehru, to carry. on his work, who is in training now to 
carry on Nehru’s?”

Later, on October 4th, a delegation 
from the Federation met the Alberta 
binet, Premier Manning has re- 
ested the Federation to meet with 
the cabinet again in a fortnight or so 
from our first meeting, to further dis- 
cuss procedure, I shall outline our 
requests later in this article. 


Record Freeze Hits Farmers Hard 


_To appraise adequately the farmers’ 
financial or credit position immediate- 
ly following a hard blow — such as 
the heavy frost that fell upon them 
on Sept. 20th, and during the last few 
days of September and early October 
—is indeed impossible. The record 
freeze period hit the farmers’ crops 
following a three-year period of de- 
clining prices received for farm pro- 
ducts, and on the other hand increased 
living and operating costs, 

Yet as a background, the farmers 
have enjoyed a 10-year period of much 
better than average returns, At a 


time when grain stocks on farms, and. 


in elevators are at a record high, small 
portions of the 1952-53 crop have been 
delivered, and much still remains on 
farms, yet grain delivered by farmers 
— even though from previous years’ 
crops — has been set at a much high- 
er-than-average level. This, of course, 
has been possible as a result of the 
consecutively high yielding crops of 
1951, ’52; ’53. 

Total Marketings During 12 Years 

The following table shows total 
grains sales from farms in Alberta 
during-the last 12 years, It covers mar- 
ketings of wheat, oats and barley for 
the Province of Alberta for the crop

’ Deliveries Above Average 


» The average sales of wheat, oats, 
and barley is 93M — 29M — 21M 
respectively. It can be readily seen 
then, that deliveries from farms are 
high, and above average or normal, 
notwithstanding the general public 
opinion of low quotas and deliveries. 


But when we consider the indi- 
vidual or district the picture is 
nothing less than serious among 
many farmers and in a number of 
districts. — 


Never Such a Combination of Factors 


According to some of our old timers, 
and certainly during my experience, 
we have never witnessed such a com- 
bined abnormal seeding, haying and 
harvesting season as what this year 
has brought forth, - 

Up until this time, generally speak- 


ing, over the province as a whole, 
there has been no favorable harvest- 
ing weather, except one or two days 
at a time with long intervals of rain, 
snow, or damp weather intermittently 
occurring. Notwithstanding these ir- 
regular conditions, up until the first 
of September prospects were for 
something better-than-average crop. 


The Frost of September 20th 


I would estimate that not more than 
25 per cent of crop throughout the 
province was ripe when the frost hit 
on September 20th, dipping as low as 
12 degrees of frost in most of the 
central and northern portion of the 
entire province. While wheat and 
barley have been badly frozen, and 
in instances ruined, oats have been 
damaged much worse on the whole. 
Fields that would have yielded 60 and 
70 bushels per acre were reduced over- 
night to mere poor quality fodder feed, 


Reversed Economic Status Overnight 

With Alberta being one of the 
larger livestock and _ livestock pro- 
ducts producer provinces of Canada, 
the effect of this heavy frost — and 
others — reversed the farmers’ po- 
tential economic status overnight, in 
most cases from a seller-of-grain of 
1954 crop to that of a buyer. 

The estimates of. grain on farms 
for July 31st are: wheat 55, oats 35, 
and barley 39 million bushels respec- 
tively. I question seriously if the 
estimate for oats and barley is not 
much too high, However, with ele- 
vator stocks of oats and barley at the 
end of August of 9 million bushels of 
oats and 21 million bushels of barley 
— added to grain on farms plus some 
good grain of this year’s crops, ample 
grain should be in the province for 
this year’s requirements, 

The outside markets look better 
at the present at least, volume 
wise, and the real danger is that 
grain suitable for seed may be 
shipped out of the province on an 
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apparent accelerated movement 
of grain before the farmers’ seed 
needs are acquired, 


What Has Been Done 


What has the Federation done? It 
has pointed out to federal and pro- 
vincial. governments that the farmers’ 
ability to finance is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult, not alone from 
low delivery quotas, but equally or 
more so from the recent damage done 
by the killing frost. 

It has also pointed out that as usual 
when farmers’ assets are drastically 
reduced, the private loaning 
tutions tighten up on credit, and that 
it is not likely that farmers as a whole 
can borrow enough moriey during the 
next few months to tide them over 
immediate living and operating costs 
unless some other adequate measures 
are taken. 

May Deplete Seed and Feed Stocks 

In representations the AFA has 
made, it was pointed out that if credit 
is not made available to farmers some 
may find it impossible to meet current 
expenses and when possible may dis- 
pose of grain which should be retain- 
ed on farms for next year’s seed and 


insti-» 


feed, while others may be obliged to 
resort to dumping unfinished livestock 
on the markets causing disorderly 
marketing and receiving only meagre 
returns, 
Further Payments to Farmers 

The Federation urged on the federal 
government to immediately examine 
the possibilities of a further payment 
on grain deliveries by farmers during 
the jJast crop year, and further, to 
provide some means of credit which 
would permit farmers in need, to ob- 
tain necessary credit immediately. 
Loans could be based on grain, live- 
stock and other assets. 

The provincial government was 
urged by the AFA to indicate to the 
federal government the necessity of 
immediate financial rrangements, 
and further, to review their own re- 
sponsibility in this field. In seeing, 
for one thing, that quantities of last 
year’s grain now stored on farms and 
suitable for seed be retained in suffi- 
cient quantities for seeding next year, 

Salvage as Much as Possible 

We are urging the farmers to sal- 
vage as much as possible of the frozen 
grains as can be used as cattle feed.

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with its religious consequenc- 
es.” 

What advocates of divorce 
law reform object to in our 
present law is that it is a 
hodge-podge of statutes and 
ecclesiastical law. Since no re- 
former wishes to interfere in 
any way with any one’s adher- 
ence to his religious beliefs 
(no one need invoke a reform- 
ed law if it is contrary to his 
conscience to do so), he, the 
reformer, has the right to say 


that the law which is binding 


on him and on all other citi- 
zens shall not impose.on him 
a doctrine which is believed in 
by only some citizens. 

Preservation of Home Life 

The sincere advocate of re- 
form is as much interested in 
preserving home life and the 
sanctity of marriage as the op- 
ponent of change is; it is be- 
cause he is so interested that 
he wants this, to him, barbar- 
ous law amended. It is this. 
law which, he believes, pre- 
vents homes being re-establish- 
ed on a proper basis, especially 
in cases of desertion, by those 
whose religious beliefs do not 
prevent them from marrying 
again. 

Our Loose Marriage Laws 

Those anxious to preserve the home, 
and we all are, should direct their 
attention first of all to our loose mar- 
riage laws; divorce does not come 
into the picture until the harm has 
already been done. At present, ir- 
responsible boys and girls can become 
married with little more trouble than 
is required for the taking out of an 
automobile license. Is it any wonder 


that marriages contracted so hastily 
and lightly break up? 


The law should be such as to 
impress upon every person connie 
templating marriage its impgrtance 
and solemnity. As the English 
Royal Commission‘s report of 1912 
said: “Divorce is not a disease but 
a.remedy for a disease.” Home 
life is destroyed long before the 
parties enter the court or consult 
a lawyer. 

Another question often put is, “Why 


should incurable insanity be a ground 
for divorce and not incurable tuber- 
culosis or other physical diseases?” 
The answer is that it is not incurable 
insanity itself that is a proposed 
ground but only incurable insanity 
which requires confinement in an 
asylum. Such cases are practically 
cases of death while living. Not only 
is the sick person removed from the 
home, but his personality is no longer

FOR EDUCATION 


Who is responsible for Education in Alberta? Does the B. Me A. Act require 

the province to establish and finance schools? Many people firmly believe that such 
They are convinced that the Province is required to provide for the 

education of young people, and therefore should underwrite the cost of such an 
undertaking. In effect, however, the B.N.A. Act states that the federal government 
may NOT control education; its control must be left to the people of each province 
It is up to the people of Alberta to decide whether 

education is to be a matter for local, or for Provincial control, or partly one and 


is the case. 


to exercise as they see fit. 


partly the other. 

In practice the 
Alberta Govern- 
ment has adopted 
a middle course. 
By such statutes 
as the Depart- 
ment of Educa- 
tion Act, and the School Act, 
the legislature has created a 
Department of Education, with 
its Minister, on whom certain 
powers and duties are placed, 
These include responsibility for 
the preparation of courses of 
study, the selection of text-books, 
the certification of teachers, the 
preparation and marking of de- 
partmental examinations, the fin- 
ancial assistance of local school 
authorities, and the provision of 
certain supplementary education- 
al services, The Legislature, fol- 
lowing long Canadian tradition, 
has also created local school au- 
thorities (divisional, district, and 
county boards), to whom it has 
delegated certain duties and 
given certain powers, In general, 
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St ener 

school boards are expected to pro- 
vide and equip school buildings, 
to maintain them in operating 
condition, to appoint teachers and 
other employees, to provide trans- 
portation for pupils as needed 
and to requisition from municipal 
authorities much or most of the 
money needed for these services. 

But whether the Minister of 
Education is approving the choice 
of a new text-book, or a local 
trustee is investigating a leaky 
school roof, it must never be for- 
gotten that each is performing 
his function on behalf of the peo- 
ple he represents, The power

they exercise is wielded as stew- 
ards for their fellow citizens. 
Thus, there appears the unavoid- 
able conclusion that all adult 
citizens of Alberta are responsible 
for education. And from this, it 
follows that the quality of educa- 
tion depends, at least in part, on 
how well and conscientiously Al- 
berta citizens perform the duties 
which civic responsibility’ de- 
mands, 

Why should any person be-re- 
sponsible for the education of any 
children other than his own? The 
answer, of course, is that a 
modern democratic people, for its 
continued existence as such, must 
be founded on an intelligent and 
informed electorate, on people 
who understand the meaning of 
democracy and who have the 
will, the. energy, and the skills. 
to puts its principles into practice, - 
and to make the best possible 
contribution to one another's wel- 
fare. In other words, democracy 
cannot continue to exist if a large 


part of the population are ignor- 
ant of or indifferent to their 
democratic rights and duties. 
Thus is established a fundamental 
principle in Alberta education; 
one of its purposes is to train all 
boys and girls to become effective 
citizens of our Province and our 
country, ,

The crop was the latest 
in history, the acreage small, 
in many cases much of it flood- 
ed out. Now, it is thoroughly 
frozen and the uncut part 
snowed down. A considerable 
part of the crop will not be 
worth harvesting. 

As a result of this disastrous 
year, many farmers will find 
it extremely difficult to finance 
their running expenses, let 
alone their contractual obliga- 
tions. It may be difficult for 
some 
this, as the general opinion is 
that the farmer as a result of 
several so-called prosperous 
years is in a strong financial 
position. 

Not True For Majority | 

For the majority of farmers this is 
simply not true. I believe that com- 
paratively few farmers carry much in 
the way of cash reserves, Their money 
is all invested in land and stock and 
implements, assets which in years like 
this pay little returns. 

In appraising the farmer’s position, 
two facts should be kept in mind:

first, that the farmers of Canada, com- 
prising some 20 per cent of the popu- 
lation, only received about 9 per cent 
of the National Income last year and 
the share is decreasing. The second 
fact is that farm costs are still at or 
near an all time high, while farm in- 
come has been decreasing for two 
years, 

Under modern methods of farming, 
farmers must have either cash or ex- 
tended credit in order to carry on, If 
they have neither, their farming will 
soon be over. Gone are the days 
when a farmer could carry On with a 
few old plugs whose feed could be 
grown on the farm, and a few hundred 
dollars worth of haywire machinery. 
Today a farmer’s fixed overhead ex- 
penses are huge in comparison with 
pre-mechanization days, and in the 
main those expenses go on whether 
a crop is produced or not, 


Would Bring Collapse Livestock Prices 


Under today’s conditions, where will 
a farmer get the money or credit 
necessary to carry on? Farmers do not 
want charity but they do need assist- 
ance in this emergency. Unless the 
necessary measures are taken and 
soon, many farmers will be forced to 
sell their livestock in order to raise 
money, This will bring about a col- 
lapse of livestock prices which will 
add greatly to the. present distress, 
The credit problem of our farmers 
is a very complex picture and varies 
widely between areas. In the areas 
of large-scale farming where large 
surpluses of old grain are on hand, 
the problem is the small delivery 
quota, This will right itself in time, 
but meanwhile some system of fin- 
ancing against grain on hand is ur- 
gently needed, 
Plight of Smaller Farmers 


I am still more concerned about the 
plight of the smaller farmers who 
have no carryover, and whose crops 
this year are practically worthless. 
Advances against grain will not meet 
their problem at all. In fact, many of 
them will have to be provided with 
seed grain for 1955. An assured price 
for livestock would be a great help 
here as they cannot afford to feed 
stock which may drop heavily in 
value or even become unsaleable. 
Complicating Factors 
A complicating factor is the heavy 
indebtedness incurred by Alberta 
farmers for farm improvements and 
machinery. The system of rural elec- 


trification followed here, has added’ 


materially to the farmer’s obligations, 
In some cases the carrying over of 
farmers indebtedness is the thing 
most necessary, 

With these various angles in mind 
the Farmers’ Union of Alberta, repre- 
senting all’ the different types of 
farming, is pressing for action from 
both the Provincial and Federal Gov- 
ernments, Action on both fronts is 
necessary to meet the crisis which 
faces our farmers, and make no mis- 
take, all other lines of business are 
concerned in this, as, if agriculture is 
crippled, the whole economy will suf- 
fer, 

The points on which we are calling 
for action from our governments are 
as follows: 

Provincial Matters ~ 

1, Postpone collection of hail in4 
surance taxes on at least the first 
bushels delivered to elevators, 

2. Postpone for one year collection 
of instalments on loans for the build-
